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Dolcetto (dol-chét-oh) is a red grape from 
the Piedmont region of northern Italy. 
Although the finished wine is dry, the name 
means "little sweet one", referring to the 
sweetness of the juice. Dolcetto is aromatic, 
spicy, and flavorful. The soft tannins and 
medium body make it a perfect match for 
grilled fish, light meats, and pasta dishes. The 
soft, spicy, blackberry flavor may be enhanced 
by slightly chilling the wine. 

The temperate climate and well-drained 
granitic soils at Callaway produce grapes with 
ripe, succulent flavors. 

Callaway Dolcetto, like its Italian 
counterpart, is a wine intended to be enjoyed 
in the freshness of its youth. Buon apetito!
